DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

1 . This communication is in response to amendments/arguments filed on 01/07/2010. 
Claims 1-21, and 43-48 have been amended and are currently pending. No claims have been 
newly added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 and 43-48 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding the independent claims, the prior art discloses automatically uploading or 
downloading data fi-om a desired position on an active portion of another device, and using the 
memory tag reader/writer to transfer data to and from an inductively powered memory tag 
(Jurisch U.S. Patent 7,456,826 & Ronkka U.S. Patent 6,002,387). However, the prior art fails to 
explicitly teach or suggest the uploading or downloading once a memory tag reader/writer is 
lifted from that desired position on the active portion of the other device. Therefore, independent 
claims 1,10, and 43 are allowed, along with claims 2-9, 11-21, and 44-48 depending therefrom.
